Article  5,  Section  2

year  are  . . . ”.

Good  judging  is  important  not  only  to  the  winner,  but  perhaps  most  of  all  to  the 
beginner.  Beginners  need  guidance.  Good  judges  can  be  a big  help. 

Look  in  your  own  club  forjudges.  Check  with  ILLNA.  Learning  is  the  key.

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THE  EISENHOWER  DOLLAR 


According  to  information  released  to  the  press,  Congressman  Wright  Patman 
(D.  Texas)  is  in  favor  of  a silverless  IKE  Dollar.  He,  as  chairman  of  the  House 
Banking  and  Currency  Committee,  has  blocked  the  issue  of  such  a coin  for  the 
balance  of  the  year  1970,  until  the  92nd  Congress  meets  next  year. 

The  joint  commission  on  coinage  voted  to  coin  a silverless  dollar  and  again  on 
May  13,  1970,  voted  14  to  6 in  favor  of  the  production  of  150  million  40%  silver 
dollars,  which  is  considered  a reversal  of  their  original  vote. 

This  coin  will  require  about  47  million  ounces  of  silver.  The  coinage  is  to  be  20 
million  in  proof  coins  and  130  million  in  uncirculated  condition.  In  addition,  an 
unlimited  number  are  to  be  struck  in  non-silver  metal  for  general  circulation.  The 
proof  coins  are  to  be  sold  at  $10.00  each  and  the  uncirculated  coins  at  from 
$3.00  to  $5.00  each. 

It  is  estimated  that  this  will  bring  the  Federal  Government  a profit  of  about  3V2 
billion  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  usual  seignorage  of  the  mints.  Some  lawmakers 
have  estimated  that  coin  dealers  will  sell  these  coins  as  well  as  the  copro-nickel 
coins  produced  in  the  years  to  follow  to  the  tune  of  658  million  dollars  for 
themselves.  All  these  costs  have  to  come  from  the  individual  collector. 

Is  it  possible  that  the  U.S.  Treasury  Department  is  taking  advantage  of  the 
coin-collectors,  and  are  seeing  only  the  possibility  of  a quick  profit  of  3y2  bUlion 
dollars?  Never  before  have  they  produced  a coin  and  placed  it  in  circulation  for 
more  than  its  face  value.  Proof  coins  costs  were  changed  for  special  striking, 
packaging  and  mailing. 

All  this  seems  to  be  a move  to  honor  General  Dwight  Eisenhower  through  the 
issue  of  a coin.  General  opinions  of  interested  persons  are  in  favor  of  this. 
However,  why  a dollar  com? 

First:  None  of  these  coins  will  ever  be  used  in  circulation.  They  will  aU  be 
collectors’  items  or  horded.  The  present  issues  of  the  half  dollar  since  1964  is  a 
good  example.  The  last  six  years  of  circulating  coinage  has  proved  we  do  not  need 
either  the  half  dollar,  and  certainly  not  the  dollar. 

Second:  The  Federal  Government  should  not  get  into  the  coin  market.  The 
responsibility  of  the  mints  is  to  produce  coins  for  use  in  the  requirements  of 
business. 

It  would  be  very  appropriate  to  accomplish  the  honor  that  is  to  be  paid  to 
General  Eisenhower  by  placing  his  Likeness  on  the  dime.  That  coin  has  been  in 
circulation  since  1946,  a period  of  24  years.  Why  not  change  the  design  of  that 
coin  and  call  it  the  “IKE”  dime.  It  would  be  a parallel  to  the  reason  for  the 
present  dime,  which  has  had  its  time  of  circulation. 

An  “IKE”  dime  at  this  time  would  continue  in  circulation,  meet  the  purpose  in 
mind,  and  would  not  require  silver  for  its  production  to  be  lost  from  the  market 
through  hording.  -Floyd  D.  Gibson,  lU.  N.A.  No.  658. 
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The  Forgotten 
United  States  Currency

In  the  dark,  grim  days  of  World  War  II,  a method  had  to  be  found  to  provide  a 
fair  and  equitable  distribution  of  various  essential  foodstuffs,  and  other 
commodities  that  were  then  in  short  supply  or  would  become  scarce,  because  of 
the  demands  that  would  be  made  for  the  mihtary  endeavors.  The  Office  of  Price 
Administration  and  Civilian  supply  was  set  up  on  April  11,  1941,  by  an  executive 
order  of  President  Roosevelt. 

An  act  of  Congress  created  United  States  Ration  Currency,  designed  to 
implement  and  carry  out  the  assigned  goals  of  the  OPA. 

Thus  was  born  a new  and  different  type  of  U.  S.  Currency.  Congress  also 
provided  the  same  protection  for  the  integrity  of  Ration  Currency,  in  much  the 
same  manner  as  it  had  provided  for  the  protection  of  regular  U,  S.  currency, 
forbidding  the  counterfeiting  of  Ration  currency,  fixing  penalties  for  violations, 
and  setting  up  the  Enforcement  branch  of  the  OPA,  with  thousands  of  OPA 
special  agents.  These  would  be  the  protectors  of  ration  currency,  as  was  the  Secret 
Service,  the  Watchdogs  of  regular  currency. 

Currency  forms  were  designed  in  the  National  OPA  office,  printed  through 
the  facilities  of  the  Government  Printing  Office,  and  shipped  to  the  nine  regional 
offices,  thence  to  the  local  boards.  At  each  stage  of  processing  and  shipping  and  at 
every  level  they  were  accounted  for,  usually  by  serial  numbers  of  each  piece  of 
currency.  They  were  also  subject  to  physical  safeguards  with  the  same  or  better 
security  comparable  with  the  handling  of  regular  US  currency. 

Although  ration  currency  had  a short  hfe,  approximately  five  years,  in  that 
span  in  usage  and  circulation  it  achieved  a parity  with,  and  its  desireability 
exceeded  that  of  regular  currency.  Money  alone  was  not  enough  to  buy  the 
essentials  of  life.  Counterfeiters  turned  with  a vengence  to  reproduction  of  Ration 
currency.  It  is  estimated  that  the  amount  of  counterfeit  Ration  currency 
produced  in  the  short  span  of  five  years  of  the  system  exceeded  the  total  Ufetime 
production  of  counterfeit  currency  by  ten  times. 

To  counteract  the  tremendous  output  of  counterfeits,  the  OPA  set  up  nine 
special  regional  ration  currency  verification  centers  to  intercept  and  track  down 
the  bogus  currency.  It  took  almost  two  years,  but  using  methods  and  procedures 
of  the  Secret  Service,  the  production  of  counterfeit  currency  was  slowed  to  a 
mere  trickle. 

Regardless  of  its  past  popularity,  ration  currency  is  now  only  a faint  recollection, 
if  in  fact  it  is  not  entirely  forgotten  by  most  persons  over  30.  For  the  other  half, 
those  under  30,  in  the  United  States,  it  is  completely  unknown.
